IBRALTAR, Malta. the Suez 

Canal are wayside stations 
along the traditional sea lane 
between maritime Britain, the 
Indian Ocean and a large part 
of the British Commonwealth. 
A great deal of the landward 
areas stretching out from the 
shores of the Mediterranean 
ate within what is generaily 
termed, in old-fashioned phras- 
eology. the British sphere of 
influence. On this side there is 
trouble with Egypt and on the 
other side trouble with Persia. 
The Indians, beyond, are now 
a free and independent nation 
The Greeks and the Turks have 
decided that it pays better to 
have the Americans in supreme 
control than the British. But 
the fact remains that the Bri- 
tish have overriding interests 
In the whole area and that 
their Mediterranean . nava! 
means must remain, for some 


time at any rate, superior even 


to American means in the Me- 
diterranean. 3 . 


i& British insistence upon 
naval command is not niere- 
ly a conceit. A great deal of 
world power has slipped from 
Britain during the past three 
decades. Where this has come 
about through the granting of 
freedom and independence to 
nations formally subject to her, 
so much the better for Britain. 
Whete this has come about 
thanks to the phenomenal 
wealth of the Americans and 
decision to take a direct 
h in the affaffts of the wide 
world, so much the better for 
the Americans and perhaps for 
the British, too. But im’ the 
Western system of coilective 
security, Britain must be a 
twin pillar with the US. if the 
system is to be worth any- 
thing; and it is no use reducing 
her authority at every turn i 
it ia desired to retain that twin- 
ship effectively. It would be 
seriously reduced if the com- 
mand of the naval forces in the 
Mediterranean were to go to 
Admiral Carney. 


E ee been com- 

plicated by the two new 
members of NATO — Turkey 
and Greece. These two coun- 
tries are already bent upon 
refusing an Halian land com- 
mander. They are bothered by 
Marshal Tito’s refusal to enter 
into a’ pact with them, now or 
at any other time, for the de- 
fence of the Thracian borders. 
They believe that an Italian 
commander of the land region 
would make it still more diffi- 
cult go win over Marshal Tito. 
They are not very fond of the 
Italians anyway. And they ob- 
ject to a British naval com- 
mand in the Mediterranean be- 
cause they feel that that might 
reduce the generosity of Con- 
gress.
